'People's Peace Treaty' 


Pushed For City Ballots

band of antiwar protesters is 
busily pushing a campaign to 
get a “ People’s Peace Treaty” 
on municipal 
election 
ballots 
across the country in a new at­ 
tempt to end the Vietnam war. 
“The governments have been 
so unresponsive that the people

initiative 
themselves,” said Frank Greer, 
24-year-old campaign coordina­ 
tor for the treaty’s sponsor, the

Association. 
“We want this to be a grass 
roots thing.” 
The treaty calls for imme­ 
diate withdrawal of all Ameri­ 
can troops from Vietnam, an 
immediate and total cease fire, 
plus negotiations to obtain the 
release of all American prison­ 
ers and guarantee the safety of 
all withdrawing troops. 
Limited 
by 
an 
uncertain 
budget and only seven full-time 
workers, ail based in New York 
and 
Washington, 
the 
treaty 
coordinators are contacting col­ 
lege campuses across the coun­ 
try to set up a network of vol­ 
unteers. 
“ Then we want the students 
to take the treaty into their lo­ 
cal communities,” Greer said. 
“We hope to gather enough 
names in each area that the 
treaty can be put on local bal­ 
lots for a referendum.” 
The National Student Associ­ 


ation drive drew a challenge 
last week from Young Ameri­ 
c u s 
for 
Freedom,

servative student organization, 
which announced that it will or­ 
ganize its own referenda on 
campuses and in communiies. 
YAF National Chairman Ron

predicted that most 
students would reject the treaty 
if given a chance to vote on it. 
Greer, a 1970 graduate of the

the idea for a “people’s peace 
treaty” originated at an NSA 
meeting last August when it 
was decided that antiwar forces 
needed a new focal point for 
generating public support for 
the peace movement.

Thomas MoLnar has argued that 
Western civilization possesses

current issue of the Holy Cross 
Quarterly, 
which 
is 
entirely 
d e v o t e d 
to 
the 
Berrigan 
brothers, Daniel and Philip. 
N a t u r a l l y the magazine 
contains 
a good 
deal 
of 
discussion of the most recent 
scandal, the 
alleged plot 
to 
kidnap Henry 
Kissinger and 
M o w 
up 
Washington 
in- 
ftallalions, but this is not the 
heart of the matter. What the 
magazine addresses itself to is 
the Berrigan position, or thesis, 
that has developed during the 
last few years, and here tile 
editor of the magazine and all 
but one of his eight contributors 
are pro-Berrigan, though some 
do 
express marginal 
reser­ 
vations. 
There can be no confusion 
about the case the Berrigans 
have 
been 
making. 
As 
one 
sympathetic contributor puts it, 
“ somewhere along the line, they 
came to the conclusion that it 
was no longer proper to play 
bali with the system, and that 
a corrupt society had no claim 
over their consciences.” 


In an extended interview with 
the psychiatrist Robert Coles 
printed in the current New York 
Review 
of 
Books, 
Daniel 
Berrigan makes 
his 
position 
c l e a r 
enough. 
He views 
American 
society 
as 
totally 
corrupt, 
as 
an 
object 
of 
loathing, and thinks that every 
institution in it is illegitimate. 
Its laws, of course, have no 
validity for him and he regards 
himself as free, nay, obliged to 
break them. Except within the 
tiny radical counter-culture, life 
in America, he thinks, is sterile, 
pointless, drab, and repressive. 
He 
desires 
a total trans­ 
formation of, 
well, everything. 
He 
repeatedly 
compares 
his 
circumstance to that of Dietrich 
Bonboeffer under Adolf Hitler’s 
Germany. 
To Robert Coles’ common - 
sensical observation that, so far 
as he can see, the vast majority 
of Americans do not regard 
their 
lives 
as sterile 
and 
pointless, that they in fact seem 
reasonably happy, Berrigan has 
so real answer — except that 
he is right, because he is vir­ 
tuous, and that if he possibly 
can 
he 
will 
impose 
his 
apocalypse 
on just 
about 
everybody. 
But what sort of response 
does this balderdash evoke in 
the Holy Cross Quarterly? “ I 
make no secret of my par­ 
tisanship.” writes the editor, 
William Van Etten Casey, S. J. 
“ I am for them and with them 
. . . I have lived 57 years, 39 
as a Jesuit, and 27 as a priest. 
After all those years of caution, 
a little of the Berrigan courage 
has finally rubbed off one mc. 
Thank you, Dan and Phil.” 
Except for a scathing attack 
on 
the 
Berrigans 
by 
the 
sociologist, 
Father 
Andrew 
Greeley, 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
magazine 
follows 
suit. 
The 
Berrigans are prophets, they 
are like Thoreau, they make 
one 
clerical 
professor 
of 
political science wonder why he 
too isn’t in jail. The magazine 
contains a long piece by Noam 
Chomsky, a Marxist who fully 
shares the Berrigans’ loathing 
f o r 
America. 
It 
lionizes 
Congressman William R. An­ 
derson, 
who 
has 
asked 
the 
churches to take to the streets 
in behalf of the Berrigans. 
The last time I wrote on the 
Berrigans I received a number 


of letters comparing them to 
Jesus Christ, and I ask 
t h a t 
this time I, be spared such 
communications. I merely find 
them depressing, and what ever 
some may think. I simply 
do 
not 
believe 
that 
God 
has 
d i r e c t l y 
confided 
to the 
Berrigans the information that 
Henry Kissinger is wrong about 
the war and that America must 
be destroyed.

In your 
large city, there are dozens of 
excellent psychotherapists and 
psychologists who, with your 
doctor’s recommendation, could 
be a great help to you. Some 
of them may even use hypnosis 
to better understand and treat 
your insecurity. 
Hypnosis, a remarkable ad­ 
dition to psychological guidance, 
is used with great effectiveness 
by those specially trained in its 
delicate art. The results can be 
exceedingly gratifying. 
The second phase of your 
problem revolves around your 
parents’ belief that “ you will 
get over this.''’ Hope springs 
eternal in the human breast, but 
often that hope and their good 
wishes delays seeking and fin­ 
ding the help you need. Parents, 
steeped in their love for you, 
very 
often 
wear 
parental 
blinders that keep them from 
acknowledging 
any 
possible 
deficiency in their children. 
This is not a criticism of 
parents. Rather it is offered to 
give you better insight into their 
devotion and their thinking. 
Occasionally, 
some 
parents 
take it as a personal insult if 
the 
suggestion 
is 
made that 
their child needs psychotherapy. 
This attitude should not exist 
in a world that now knows that 
a psychological problem is no 
different from a physical one.

Discuss your problem again 


with your parent and I am sure

public. 
If you consider 
banks, 
insurance 
companies, 
and pension and mutual funds 
to be the public, then the public 
is back in the market in force. 
If you’re talking about indi­ 
viduals, then you had better re­ 
examine your interpretation of 
events. Individuals don’t trade 
the big blocks of 10,000 shares 
that have been showing up in 
recent weeks. Institutions do. 
The individual investor isn’t 
capable of trading in full lots of 
JOO shares or more 
But the 
odd-lot figures do suggest what 
individuals are up to. 
On last Thursday, for ex­ 
ample, purchases of these less 
than IOO share lots on the New 
York Stock Exchange totaled 
295.982 
shares, 
while 
sales 
added up to more than 570,000. 
And that wasn’t an isolated in­ 
cidence: the pattern has contin­ 
ued for weeks. 
Should the pattern persist, it 
would mean a big transference 
of shares from individuals to 
institutions, which now account 
for 60 per cent of activity on 
many dates. The small investor 
doesn’t have the high level of 
enthusiasm he had in the mid- 
1960s. 
Albert 
Sindlinger 
of Sind- 
linger & Co., the marketing and 
research firm which does much 
of its work by telephone, says: 
“ We are finding fewer stock­ 
holder families each week.” 
He estimates that there are 
500,000 
fewer 
stock-owning 
households 
now 
than 
six 
months 
ago. 
These 
families 
have not just reduced their 
holdings, either. They have liq­ 
uidated them. 
In 16 years of conducting 
such 
interviews, 
Sindlinger 
says he has never before noted 
persistently lower weekly fig­ 
ures for the number of stock­ 
holders. 
Ile attributes the situation to 
the high-level unemployment of 
executives, 
engineers 
and 
Ph.D.’s, and in some degree to 
r e t i r e d 
people 
redeeming 
shares to pay off badly inflated 
bills.

WASHINGTON 
MEMO

On my way to the airport last 
Monday, I heard a newscaster 
begin 
his 
report 
with 
the 
dramatic 
announcement 
that 
the Capitol had been bombed. 
I thought I had misheard the 
statement and listened again, 
supposing 
the 
site 
of 
the 
bombing to be in some 
other 
country. But it wasn’t. 
On arriving in Washington, I 
went to view the scene of the 
bombing and still had trouble 
believing that this had really 
h a p p e n e d . 
After all, the 
National Capitol is a hallowed 
place 
in 
American 
history 
where eager school children and 
adult tourists alike strain 
for 
a 
glance 
of another 
of our 
nation’s memories. It is really 
sobering when you reflect on 
the 
barbaric 
and 
cowardly 
nature of the act. The building 
is the Capitol. Its structure is 
not accountable for the wisdom 
or foolishness of 
our times. I 
rather expected the incident to 
provoke 
an 
avalanche 
of 
outrage. But, there was none. 
Apparently, 
most 
Americans 
regarded the act as that of a 
mindless individual and not as 
a part of an organized effort. 
The fact that it could be the 
work of an anarchist must be 
considered. 
It is sad that the Capitol is 
closed for the moment to the 
stream of visitors who come to 
view this magnificent symbol, 
b u t 
there 
is 
something 
reassuring about the fact that 
it was not critically shaken by 
this 
enormous 
blast 
and 
it 
stands 
like 
the 
Rock 
of 
Gibraltar. 


A Constitutional amendment 
lowering 
the 
voting 
age 
to 
eighteen in all elections made 
substantial progress in both the 
House and Senate this week. On 
Tuesday, March 2, the House 
Judiciary Committee approved 
the amendment by a vote of 
32 to 2, clearing it for con­ 
sideration by the full mem­ 
bership 
of 
the 
House. 
The 
Subcommittee on Constitutional 
Amendments 
of 
the 
Senate 
Judiciary Committee approved 
an 
identical version of this 
measure by a vote of 5 to 0 
and sent the amendment to the 
f u l l 
committee 
for 
con­ 
sideration. 
Congress tried by statute last 
year to lower the voting age 
to eighteen in all elections, but 
the Supreme Court ruled 
the 
statute could only 
apply in 
federal elections. This left the 
states with a dual age voting 
system, one age 
for federal 
elections and one age for local 
elections. 
If 
Congress 
approves 
this 
amendment quickly and sends 
it to the states for ratification, 
there 
is 
a 
possibility 
the 
required 38 states would ratify 


it for the 1972 elections. 
This is the proper course to 
follow, and I will lend my 
support to this measure with 
the hope that it receives im­ 
mediate 
approval 
by 
the 
Congress. 


The permanent federal debt 
limitation under present law is 
$380 
billion. 
The 
law 
also 
provides for a temporary ad­ 
ditional increase of $15 billion, 
which brings the overall limit 
to $395 billion through June 20, 
1971. 
Long 
term 
U.‘ 
S, 
obligations, with a maturity of 
m o r e 
than 
seven 
years, 
presently may not yield a rate 
of interest at face value that 
exceeds 4V4 percent. 
On Wednesday. March 3. the 
H o u s e 
passed 
legislation 
providing for an increase in the 
permanent debt Unlit to $400 
billion and also increased the 
temporary 
ceiling 
to 
$43$ 
hilUon. 
The 
measure 
also 
provides that long term U. S. 
obligations, in an amount 
not 
exceeding $10 biUion, may bl 
issued without regard to the 
statutory 4Vi percent limitation. 
For comparison, in early 1941, 
when the nation entered the 
rigors of World War II, the 
statutory debt limitation was 
only $49 biUion. Today, it is $439 
biUion. This gives some Idea of 
the rapid expansion in the use 
of deficit 
spending, 
by 
the 
Federal Government. Presently, 
eight cents out of every Federal 
tax dollar coUected goes to pay 
interest charges 
on Federal 
obligations. It is my judgment 
that 
the 
additional 
deficit 
financing provided for by th$ 
debt ceiling increase can only 
lead 
to 
new 
inflationary 
pressures. Therefore, I voted 
against the increase. 


On Monday the House passed 
and sent to the Senate two bills 
reported from 
the Veterans! 
Affairs Committee, of which f 
am a member. 
One 
bill 
would 
authorize 
federal 
subsidies 
for 
home 
m o r t g a g e 
insurance 
for 
paraplegic 
and 
quadriplegic 
veterans. The other extends to 
nine months the time a veteran 
could be treated in a private 
nursing home at federal ex­ 
pense. 
The mortgage insurance aid 
bd would be limited to veterans 
suffering IOO percent service- 
connected disabilities, such as 
paraplegics and quadriplegics. 
It would pay about 90 percent 
of 
the premiums 
up 
to 
a 
maximum coverage of $30,000.

passed the House during tile 
91st Congress, but died when 
the Senate failed 
to act. I ani 
h o p e f u l 
the Senate

CAIRO (AP) — The Egyptian 
government

hopes 
the 
United States will get Israel to 
withdraw from the territories 
occupied in the 1967 war, offi­ 
cials in Cairo say. 
They say President Anwar 
Sadat let the Suez Canal cease­ 
fire expire to keep his options 
open in case diplomacy fails, 
but a resumption of shooting in 
the near future is not being 
considered. 
“We are still 
hoping 
the 
United States will get Israel to 
undertake 
a 
commitment to 
withdraw from occupied territo­ 
ry,” said an official at the For­ 
eign Ministry. “ For the time 
being we are waiting.” 
Al 
Ahram, 
Cairo’s 
semi­ 
official newspaper, revealed to­ 
day that Sadat and President 
Nixon have been exchanging 
messages. The paper gave no 
details of what was said be­ 
tween the two, but it said the 


latest message was sent from 
Sadat to Nixon last Friday, two 
days before the Egyptian 
an­ 
nounced his government as no 
longer bound by the cease-fire 
the United States had spon­ 
sored.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court Monday barred 
draft exemptions for men who j 
claim they object in conscience 
to the Vietnam war but not to 
all wars.

Justice Thurgood 
Marshall, 
delivering the court’s opinion in 
two draft cases, said: 
“We hold that Congress in­ 
tended to exempt persons who 
oppose 
participating 
in 
all 
w ar.. .and that persons who 
object solely to participation in 
a particular war are not within 
the purview of the exempting 
section.” 
Marshall said this was true 
even if the objection to a par­ 
ticular war has “roots in a 
claimant’s conscience and per­ 
sonality that is ‘religious’ in 
character.” 
Justice William O. Douglas 
dissented.

Yost Favors Setting Date 


For U.S. War Withdrawal

(AP) — Charles W. Yost, for 
merly President Nixon’s am ­ 
bassador to the United Nations, 
favors setting a date “within 
the next year or year and a 
half” for the conditional with­ 
drawal of all U.S. troops from 
Vietnam. 
He also favors bringing Com­ 
munist China into the United 
Nations “in the near future” 
without “any conditions.” 
And he expects the indirect 
peace talks between Egypt and 
Israel at U.N. headquarters to 
go on even without a declared 
extension of the cease-fire, lie 
also thinks Israel ought to com­ 
mit itself to withdraw from all 
Egyptian territory. 
Yost outlined his views in an 
hour’s interview Monday. Ile 
retired late last month after 40 
years in the U.S. diplomatic 
service and 25 months as head 
of the U.S. 
mission to the 
United Nations, handing over 
that post to ex-Congressman 
George Bush of Houston. Tex. 
Yost said he had felt mistak­ 
es were being made in Vietnam 
ever since 1965, when “we be­ 
gan to pour in very large num­ 
bers of troops and spend the 
huge amount of resources that 
we have.” 
“ I approved of the Presi­ 
dent’s winding down the pres­ 
ence, but I think it should be 


wound down a good deal faster I 
than ii is.”

prosecutor. 
Miss Leeb was freed by Allen 
County Common Pleas Judge 
John D. Harnisfcger last Octo­ 
ber. 
Miss Leeb, 21, went to 
t h e 
state hospital in October, 1969, 
after a trial in which she was 
charged with arson and man­ 
slaughter in a May, 1968 fire. 
The blaze killed two residents 
of Lincoln Tower, a 23 -story 
dormitory at Ohio State, where 
she was y student. 
In ruling against the appeal, 
the appeals court also said the 
lower court could not set con­ 
ditions for release. Miss Leeb 
is free unconditionally pending 
a ruling on a habeas corpus ap­ 
peal. 
She had been released by the 
lower court provided she live 
with her parents in South Eu­ 
clid, continue psychiatric care, 
not enroll in any college, be­ 
come gainfully employed and 
remain out of Franklin County.
